PO RT ISABEL, Tex. (U P I )— A boy and a girl who went all 
the way through high school as good friends a re now enem ies 
because they are involved in a court suit that could declare 
which one gradu ates with higher honors. 
The suit that could d eterm ine which one g rad u ates as the 
salutatorian of Port Isabel High School will be heard F riday 
in district court. 
Judge D arrell Hester of 197th District Court at Brownsville 
will preside at a hearing on Lucite Bernal s suit against the 
Port Isabel School Board seeking an injunction to prevent 
Jose Banda from receiving the honor as the school’s second- 
ranking graduate. 
The controversy started, acaccording to board m em ber 
William B arrera, when at m idterm the school calculated 
g rad e points to be sent to various universities. 
“ Somebody told the boy he was second. But this included 
all the grades, all the subjects they were taking ,” B arrera 
said. “ F rom what I g ather, the boy went hom e and told his 
m o ther he was second. 
“ But when it c am e down to figuring valedictorian and 
salutatorian, they just figured the actual grad es for honor 
students, which excluded P. E. and band and other a c ­ 
tivities. So the girl ca m e out second.” 
Upset because her son w as not salutatorian as previously 
thought, Demicio Banda last week went to the school board 
with attorney Eddy Rodriguez and convinced its m em b ers 
previous policy should be changed and all g rad es should be 
calculated to d eterm ine graduating honors.

Countering fears that the 
ovens

u nsafe, 
the 
specialist said there never 
has been an injury due to 
emissions from a microwave 
oven. 
M icrowave 
ovens 
and 
other modern kitchen a p ­ 
pliances are the topics of 
“Kitchen Liberation,” a two- 
hour program which will be 
presented at 7:30 p.m. in the 
demonstration kitchen of the

factors, the specialist said 
food can be prepared in glass 
or plastic serving dishes- 
even 
paper 
p la tes, 
for 
cooking 
in 
a 
microwave 
oven. 
“ This also means you can 
put 
som ething 
d irectly 
from the freezer into the 
microwave oven,” she ad­ 
ded. 
Of cooking tech n iq u es, 
Miss Cochran said th ere’s

c h a n g e ”

c o n v e n tio n a l 
m e th o d s , 
“except for the fact that the 
time is sensitive-requiring 
stric t attention an d you 
shouldn't cook with metal. 
“ The m icro w av e oven 
cooks a five-and-half-pound 
roast in about six and a half­ 
m in u tes 
per 
pound, 
as 
co m p ared 
to 
the 
co n ­ 
ventional oven time of about 
20 minutes per pound,” the 


specialist said. 
“ A m edium -size potato 
bakes in about IO minutes, 
instead of the usual 45. 
“ And

baked 
chicken 
takes about 15 minutes with 
microwave cooking.”

CHICAGO (UPI) - Dick 
Butkus. the perennial All- 
Pro middle linebacker of the 
National 
Football 
League 
until he was hobbled by a 
knee injury, is seeking $1.6 
million from the Chicago 
Bears for breach of co n tract 
Butkus’ lawyer, Jam es A. 
Dooley, filed the suit in Cook 
County 
C ircuit 
C ourt 
Wednesday, asking $1 
in 
punitive 
d am ag es 
and 
$600,000 in co m p en sato ry 
dam ages. 
The suit charged that the 
Bears broke a July, 1973, 
c o n tra ct by refu sin g all 
hospital and medical care 
pertaining to 
his 
injured 
knee and that they are not 
paying him for 1974, the 
second of five single season 
contracts at $150,000 per se a­ 
son. 
The suit caught club owner 
George S. Halas by surprise. 
After a hurried m eeting of 
the B e a rs’ b ra s s , H alas 
issued a statem ent saying he 
was “ puzzled by this latest 
action, particulary in light of 
m y 
h arm o n io u s 
c o n ­ 
versation with Dick Butkus 
last T hursday.’’ 
H alas said Butkus assured 
him he was willing to un­ 
dergo knee su rg e ry and 
re h a b ilita tio n 
at 
B e a rs ’ 
expense. 
“ It is em inently clear that 
all Dick is interested in is 
sittin g 
in 
F lo rid a 
and 
collecting his pay checks for 
the next four y ears,” Halas 
said. 
The suit charges that the 
B ears willfully and wantonly 
played Butkus during the 
1973 season when they were 
aw are there was substantial 
risk of aggravating the in­ 
jury.

Butkus was seriously hurt in 
a gam e last November and 
that the surgeon had advised 
Him surgery was necessary 
and that he “ will never again

The action charges that

in jectio n 
cau sed 
“ irre p a ra b le d a m a g e ” to 
Butkus’ knee and that this 
treatm ent was undertaken 
without advising Butkus of 
the drug s long-term effects.
